After Heydnch was killed by Czech 
patriots. Ernst Kaltenbnmncr. a Nazi 
since 1932 who hadbeen twice impris¬ 
oned. became Interpol's new presi¬ 
dent. While president, he reportedly 
enjoyed going to extermination camps 
to view various met ho ds of kilting — 
including ha r min g, shooting and lha

Sodcrman. an expert forget and 
counterfeiter, worked closely - wide 
Interpol through the war years, becom¬ 
ing a permanent member of die Com¬ 
mission in 1942.

He had all of the men and some Of the 
women in the community shot; all of 
the babies had their throats slashed. 
The surviving women and children 
were shipped to two coaccaiirMion 
camps.

After the fall of the Nazi rejime, 
Interpol's president. tCshenbrunner. was 
hangNlfww«rcriinesinl946.

Its files 
on hundreds of thousands of private 
citizens from all over the world are 
now maintained on its statc-of-ihc-wi 
computer. Information compiled by 
Interpol headquarters is withheld from 
all individuals, jroups. and govera- 
metus. including dial of its boat coun¬ 
try. France. 

A Nazimentaliry has continued to 
pervade the secret, closed world of 
Interpol. Now and again, however, the 
covering shroud slip* up from around 
this secret world. 

In the June/July IVK6 issue of the 
ImermuionatCnmirul futitr Henew. 
for example. Secretary General Ray¬ 
mond Kendall quoted the words of 
floor 111 touwage, Nazi collaborator 
and former president of Interpol: "Tlie

Requests for andtrins- 
missiona of information, from these 
dossiers go directly fromone country's 
NCB so another coutmy’s NCR. sod 
arc routinely copied to Interpol head¬ 
quarters in France 

Under such a system, there it no 
csternel control or oversight concern 
inf the transmission of infotmaiion on 
private citizens. According to court 
records and media accounts, this has 
resulted in fa) repealed instances of 
privacy invasion, <b> dossier collec¬ 
tions, not relmed to wrongduirv. being 
kept on law-abiding citizens, andfc) 
sensitive information falling into the 
wrong hands, even si times when 
people’s lives have been al stake. 

An example of sensitive informa¬ 
tion being given lo Interpol and then 
finding its way to where u could have 
caused serious loss of life is featured in 
die 1977 book Eiurbbr Kro ne, by 
Israeli Journalists Yeshayahu Ben- 
Bom. Eitan Haber and Zeev Schiff.

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Prior io Waldheim’s exposure as a 
former Nazi. he was responsible in 
July 1975 fur the United Nations Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Council granting 
Interpol the status of an Inter-Govcm- 
mcntaTOrganualionllGO). This status 
facilitated inleipol's international op¬ 
eration* and pave it a much-sooglu- 
aitci ail of legitimacy. In 1942. Wald¬ 
heim publkly reconfirmed this status, 
according to Interpol’s International 
Criminal folke Review. 

The individual most instrumental 
in getting the Interpol Headquarters 
Agreement ratified hy the French leg- 
islature was Christian Nucci'.headof 
the French ministry of cooperation and 
development. In 19*3.he maneuvered 
the legislation in such a way that only 
five of 400 legislators were present 
when it was submitted for ratification. 

The resultant "seal agreement" 
provides Interpol headquarters with 
compkie immunity for its staff and its 
property, and its massive files and 
dossiers onprivateciiitcnaaac sh t fltlrd 
from legal examination.

Simms* memorandum described 
conflicts that could arise because of 
the differing rights accorded the pri¬ 
vacy of individuals under United States 
law and under the laws of other mem- 
ter countries of Interpol. 

He concluded that significant dif¬ 
ficulty could be encountered by an 
individual seeking legal redress against 
tnicrpot or a member country, as one 
of the first issues to be resolved would 
be which country’s law. if any. could 
be applied. 

The issue, *>e memorandum stated, 
becomes even more complex if infor¬ 
mal ion sbout an individuxtisfini trans¬ 
mitted through Intctpol’s headquar¬ 
ters before being abused in a member 
country. The document c on c lud ed . 
"Tberc are a number of possible inlet- 
national conflicts of law issues raised 
by the United Stales’ pankipniion to 
Interpol generally.”

In addition to forwarding unveri¬ 
fied and unuue information. Interpof 
chief Sims had bypassed the correct 
diplomatic channels in requesting 
M.S.' airesi. Circumvention of these 
dumncli renders any arrest request 
invalid. 

This was laid out clearly in a telex 
shout the case that the State Depatt- 
menriaier sent to iu embassy in Bonn: 

‘AS EMBfASSYt AWAKE A RE¬ 
QUEST FOR PROVISIONAL AR¬ 
REST NOT SENT VIA DIPLO¬ 
MATIC CHANNEL IS NOT VALID

The Stale Department's assistant 
legal adviser, K.E. Mabnburg. subse¬ 
quently wrote iorheUS.
